ON THE WAY TO GRADUATION...

In 1976 Mr. Barboza decided to fulfill his 
father’s dream and his own desires to do 
intense studies of his Cape Verdean heri- 
tage. Since that time he has made six trips 
to the Cape Verdean Islands and has ac- 
quired over 80,000 photographs of Cape 
Verde and its people both here and abroad. 
Mr. Barboza hopes to spark an interest of 
the Cape Verdean history in young Cape 
Verdeans and give them pride in their cul- 
ture and heritage. Being a teacher, he finds 
it beneficial to his students because he finds 
the opportunities to talk to them of his 
work. 


In 1988 Vernon D. Penner, American 
ambassador to Cape Verde, was invited by 
Mr. Barboza to meet New Bedford High 
School’s Cape Verdean students. During 
this visit they found that they shared the 
Same views concerning the futures of 
American Cape Verdean students at New 
Bedford High School. Their talks also con- 
sisted of a possible photo exhibit at the
